he Denver Metro TIS 1s modeled after CALTRAN's system of linked TIS transmutiers. There are 6 separate 10 
watt transmitters in the Metro area and one in operation in Pueblo. The Metro transmitters are in the following locations 

1. 1-70 @ Gunclub Rd. 4. 1-25 @ Lincoln Avenue 

2.1-76 @ Barr Lake 5. 1-70 @ Lookout Mountain 

3.1-25 @ 120th 6. CO 36 @ Wadsworth

The 1990-91 NRC CPC Report «. by Jeff Tynan 


The 1990-9] NRC CPC season had 33 tests 
arranged, of which 30 where confirmed "on" by at 
least one member of the NRC. A total of 266 letters 
were mailed by the CPC Machine for a return rate of 
12.41%. In 1990-'91 NRC'ers contributed $180.00. 
$161.21 was spent on letters and postage for 
confirmation letters and in some cases taped ID's. 
The carry over to 1991-92 is $18.79. 

Tn addition to these expenses the National Radio 
Club treasury reimbursed the CPC Machine $54.35 
for expenses to publicize DX Tests through 
Moniloring Times and Glenn Hauser’s "World of 
Radio” and for numerous follow-up phone calls to 
set up some of the last-minute tests. 

Please note that Jeff Tynan has volunteered to 


chair up the Courtesy Program Committee. Jeff has 
done most of the work on the program this past year 
and | know he'll continue to work very hard to 
continue the NRC's tradition of having a continuing 
aclive CPC program. I have enjoyed my 
involvement with bringing the Courtesy Program

inclusion. And if you can’t look up the city/state/call letters, I can’t either. 

3) Divide the loggings into the various categories, such as Special, Midnight to 0800, etc. 
Then keep the frequencies in order. Then state order, and finally cities. You'll notice 
that’s how J] sort within the column. 

4) Report in what we call "Eastern Listening Time". This is always the same as either Eastern 
Standard or Eastern Daylight, whichever is in effect. This is done for the sake of 
standardization. 

5) Designate the time in a 24-hour clock: 8:45 AM = 0845; 11:10 PM = 2310. Midnight is 
2400 if used when going into midnight (2345-2400), 0000 coming out of midnight (0000- 
0030). Central Time Zoners! Remember to add a day to post-midnight ELT loggings. 

6) True DX only, please. A station heard on a regular basis is not DX. Perform several 
bandscans, three or four during 1000-1400 hours, and three or four well mto your after- 
dark nighttime Those stations which are regularly heard are not DX. Do not report 
these, unless one is noted with something out of the ordinary like a new network, different 
schedule. off the air. etc That puts them into the Special category. 

7) Report your loggings in a timely manner. Those which will be older than six weeks at date 
of publication will be weeded out Mail service cannot be counted on to deliver your letter 
mailed on Thursday to get here by my Saturday deadlines. If you only have one or two 
items for the column and don’t want to "waste a piece of paper and an envelope", jot them 
on a postcard. 1 get Jots of those. As always, special circumstances will be considered due 
to mail strikes, lost Ietters, etc 

8) Print neatly, or type. If I can’t read ’em, I won’t input them into the column. 

9) Observe all rules. In doing so, you'll make my job that much easier. Remember, you send 
in only one set of loggings, and many weeks J] receive 25 or more letters just like yours 
For complying with these requests, in advance ] give you my thanks.

(compiled by Jim Renfrew, Nationait Radio Club IDXD Editor) 


This is a review of international loggings from Volume 58 (1990-91) of the 
National Radio Club’s DX News. The emphasis here 15 on Trans-Atlantic (TA) 
loggings and Trans-Pacific (TP) loggings from East Coast North America (ECNA) 
and West Coast North America (WCNA). Caribbean, Central America, Colombia and 
Venezuela loggings from ECNA are omitted, as these are relatively common. You 
will note that TPs from ECNA and TAs from WCNA were reported last season. 


Dale Park’s Hawaii loggings are included in the WCNA list, although these 
references are underlined. Brian Vernon’s unique loggings from the northern 
end of Baffin Island in Canada’s Arctic are shown in a special Arctic North 
America list. 


Many af the loggings submitted were shown as tentative or presumed by the 
original reporters, especially loggings of “hets”. I have decided ta include 
these without any special notation. 


Each entry shows the frequency followed by the Volume 58 issue number that 
the logging appeared in. If you do not have the back-issues referenced here 
(with program descriptions, times, etc), you may still make good use of this 
list in determining the most likely targets from your location during the 
coming season. 4 general (very general, as there are always exceptions!) rule 
of thumb is that TAS can be heard best at your sunset and European/African 
sunrises and that TPs can be heard at your sunrise.

There is nothing more rewarding after hours of listening, getting up at 
2:00 AM, and making target lists than getting a OSL from a half-way-around 
the world station. For some reason though, QSLing today is much tougher than 
in years past. Many of you have noticed this trend. This article will look at 
how to get a verification of reception, and some of the possible causes for 
stations not replying as much as they once did. 

Pirst, to get a verification, you need a list with station addresses. 
The NRC AM Radio Log is ideal, and everyone should have a copy of it. When 
you write your reception reports, follow these rules: the report should be 
well-written and easy to read. Use a pen and write neatly. Have your report 
in good order, and proof-read it. You need to include how strong the 
station's signal was, and which stations were interfering with the signal. 
Remember, reception reports were originally used to help the engineer with 
his transmitter and antenna. The reports would let him know how the signal 
was getting out. You need to include signal information. The length of the 
report depends on what was heard. Broadcasters usually say that 15 to 30 
minutes is good, but if you say that you heard Larry King for 30 minutes, 
that doesn't prove anything. Several stations could have Larry on at that 
time, so the staff would be reluctant to verify reception. Ten minutes can be 
enough when you give details such as DJ's names, local commercials, complete 
IDs word for word, and others. Other national programs, such as Talknet, are 
commonly heard. If this program is included in your report, mention which 
TalkNet, such as Bruce Williams or the Dolens. If you hear a national news 
broadcast such as ABC,try to identify which ABC network it is, such as the 
ABC Information Net. If you do include a national program in your report, try 
to include other details. Reports of local news events can sometimes nelp. If 
you hear an ID with a slogan, that reported word-for-word is good proof. An 
example is KLUC-1140, whose slogan is “The Number One Hit Music Station". 

The CE said that is all it took for a verification, since they have that 
slogan trademarked. Music is OK to an extent, but song titles are not. 
Stations seldom log the titles of popular music played. If the format is 
uncommon, such as polkas or marches, that can help. 

Write something about yourself, especially if you have something in 
common with the station. An example would be if you know someone who works at 
or if you work at a radio station. You might want to mention if you ever 
stopped at the town where the station as located. The NRC has "The Broadcast- 
ers' Guide To DX" which is a little booklet telling what DX is and why 
people DX. This is good to send along, especially to the smaller stations. 

I have done an informal study as to why stations don't verify as often 
as in the past. One engineer said "Perhaps the low return rates are the re- 
sult of fewer full-time engineers at the stations, and the other personnel 
who get the reports do not get as excited about it". Another CE said that 
stations get a vast amount of mail, and accidently overlook some of the mail. 
One said that over 80% of the reports that he receives are poor. He said that 
NRC, IRCA, and WIFDA members send better reports than most, but some are 
still bad. Send a "thank you" postcard if they do reply. 

Since my return rate was poor, I tried writing to other employees to see 
if the return rate would improve. I found that Chief Engineers responded most 
with General Managers second, followed by Program Directors. When you send a 
report, send first to the verification signer listed in DXN or the NRC Log. 
Next, send to the CE if the verie signer was not the CE. On the follow-up 
reports, try other employees incuding the GM, PD, or even the owner. Wait at 
least a month between follow-up reports. 


_ A follow-up report is just a copy of the original report. You may want 
to include a note saying that the original report must have been lost in the 
mail. Don't imply that the station received it but didn't get around to 
answering. Always be polite and considerate when sending reports. Remember 
that the station is under no obligation to reply to you. After a couple of 
follow-ups, if you haven't received a reply, you may want to try a self- 
prepared QSL card. Provide a space on the card for the employee's signature, 
and include date, time, frequency, and the station's call letters. The self~ 
prepared cards can be simple, or elaborate with drawings and the like. For 
ail reception reports , include return postage. Follow-ups and prepared 
cards improved my return rate from 40% to 65% and it is still rising. Send- 
ing follow-up reports is a vital part of QShing. 

Another way to get a verification is by sending a tape recording of 
what you heard. KVGB told me that they normally only verify tape recordings, 
unless the written report is extremely detailed. 

Read the articles in "Getting Started in Medium Wave DXing" on reception 
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reports if you haven't done so. These have many good ideas from peopie 
who work at a radio station. Also, there are some reprintsavailable in the 
NRC Product Catalog. 


QUESTION Why do stations sign on and off at different times? 


Stations sign on/off at different times because the sun rises and sets at 
different times. These stations are licensed to operate in general during 
Gaylight hours when their signal will not interfere with some other "higher 
priority" station on the same frequency. You can tell approximately when 
stations will sign on/off using the Sunrise/Sunset maps. 


QUESTION I hear the term “aurora conditions" a lot. What is it? 


The World Book Encyclopedia dictionary defines “aurora" in part as’ follows: 
The aurora is a luminous atmospheric phenomenon due to the impact of streams 
of particles from the sun on the upper regions of the earth's atmosphere”. 
That definition applies in part to the auroral conditions known to Dxers. The 
same stream of charged particles that cause the northern lights creates a 
zone in the upper atmosphere that absorbs medium=frequency radio waves. As 
the stream of particles from the sun (the “solar wind") varies in intensity, 
the signal-absorbing zones which form near the earth’s poles, vary in size. 
At times, in North America, the signal -absorbing zone is large enough to 
reduce the sky wave signals from northern radio stations, allowing DXers 
located to the south to hear southern stations which cannot usually be heard, 
This is the “auroral condition" for medium-wave reception. If the northern 
lights are not normally visible at your location, their becoming visible is a 
good indication of auroral conditions. Also, a prediction of a major solar 
flare or magnetic storm is a prediction of auroral conditions. In parts of 
the United States, Caribbean and Central/South American stations are commonly 
heard during auroral conditions.

Lil-3 eee By Dallas Lankford 


LIL-3 is a new phasing circuit for generating cardioid patterns by combining the signals 
from a long wire and a loop antenna. It was designed specifically for use with an 80 foot 
inverted L antenna and the two foot air core bigh dynamic range balun loop described in my 
article "High Dynamic Range Balun Loops." It may work well with other long wire antennas and 
other loop antennas, but I make no claims in that regard. The inductors Ll and L2 may be any 
reasonably high Q inductors, such as Mouser chokes #s 43HH104 and 43HH475. I have also used a 
Radio Shack 100 uH choke, # 273-102, and a home brewed 50 uH choke made by removing the wire 
from a Radio Shack # 273-102 and winding 38 turns of # 26 enameled copper wire on the choke 
form, close spaced, The switch $ is a SPDT toggle switch, which determines the tuning range. 
While testing the breadboarded version of LIi-3, I found that cardioid patterns could not be 
generated throughout the entire MW band with a single inductor and 660 pF capacitor. I chose 
to switch in additional inductance because that provides a wider two band tuning range than 
switching in additional capacitance, For nighttime signals, in the High range a cardioid 
pattern can be generated from about 920 KHz to beyond 1600 KHz, while in the Low range tuning 
is from below 540 KHz to about 1000 KHz, The resistor R2 is not required for use with the 
balun loop, and should only be included if you plan to try the phasing unit with other loop 
antennas. The resistor Rl is a 10 K ohm linear composition potiometer, and should be a high 
quality 2 watt mil spec type. You can use a Radio Shack pot, but dt will not last long before 
it develops scratchiness, For R2 try 10 K ohms (the correct value will depend on your loop). 
The tuning capacitor C should be a straight line frequency air variable of good quality, cf, 
my article "What's Wrong With Present~Day Loop Antennas." 


LIL-3 was developed because the amplified balun loop described previously had excessive 
loss when used with LIL-1, LIL-3 is similar to the phasing circuits described in "LSCA~1" by 
Ron Schatz and "A Loop/Longwire Combined Antennae" by Paul Swain. But there are important 
differences from those two circuits, Schatz's circuit used a single inductor instead of the 
two band parallel LC tuned circuit I used in LIL-3. The nulls generated by LSCA-1 are neither 
as easy to generate nor as deep as the nulls obtained with LIL-3. Swain's circuit used a wide 
range variable inductor (in place of my switched Ll and L2), but he did not describe the wide 
range inductor in enough detail to reproduce it. Neither of them used the trifilar transformer. 


Sturdy construction should be used when building LIL-3, The 660 pF air variable capacitor 
should not be a flimsey miniature air variable. No reduction tuning is needed for the air 
variable capacitor C of LIL~-3, which makes it simpler to build than LIL-l. However, a dual 
speed 6:1/30:1 Jackson Brothers planetary vernier drive must be used for tuning the high 
dynamic range balun loop. The components of LIL~3 should be mounted inside a metal box. as I 
said before, R2 should not be used unless you want to try LIL-3 with other loop antennas, Note 
that the capacitor C must be isolated from ground and from the tuning knob. I used a flexible 
insulated coupler and panel bushing to bring the shaft out to the tuning knob, 


To generate a cardioid pattern for nighttime signals, set Rl for maximum resistance, C for 
minimum capacitance, and S for the desired tuning range. Point the loop at a strong signal 
(maximum pickup), Tune the signal so that peak response is at the center of the JB 30:1 range. 
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Detune the signal slightly to one side (about half the 30:1 range). Slowly adjust RJ and the 
loop tuning until a dip is found (keeping the loop tunmins on the same side of loop tuning peak). 
If no dip is found, detune the loop to the other side of peak, and repeat the procedure. When 
a dip is found, make the dip as deep as possible using Rl and the loop tuning (there is some 
interaction between controls}. Finally, use the LIL-3 tuning capacitor C to make the dip 
deeper, The effect of C is quite subtle. As C is tuned away from minimum capacitance there 
will normally be little effect on the dip. However, at some point the dip will suddenly become 
much less deep (signal level will increase sharply). The deepest dip (null) will eceur just 
before this point. If you are not observant, you will not notice any change in dip depth. 
After the correct initial setting of C is found, readjust R1, loop tuning, and C for the deepest 
possible dip, Finally, rotate the loop through 180 degrees to confirm that you have a cardioid 
pattern, If not, go through the adjustment sequence again. With practice, it will become 
easier to generate the cardioid pattern, For nighttime signals the dip (null) depth will often 
need to be readjusted from time to time. Long term stability of the null varies widely from 
one signal to another, and may be as short as a few seconds to as long as 30 minutes. Lower 
frequency signals tend to have better long term stability. 


To generate daytime cardioid patterns, follow the same procedure above, but it may be 
necessary to start with C at some value of capacitance other than minimum capacitance. If 
minimum capacitance does not work, then try 10% capacitance, and of that does not work, try 20% 
capacitance, and s0 on, 


Sometimes a deeper null can be obtained with the loop rotated through 180 degrees. A phase 
reversing switch could be added for this purpose, but it is easier to rotate the loop. 


There is no LIL~2 because LIL-2 was identical to L{L-3 except for the parallel LC tuned 
eircuit. LIL-2 actually worked quite well, except that null depths were not quite as deep as 
I expected based on experience with LIL-l. Thus I added the parallel LC tuned circuit to have 
independent control over the phase shift. Since the loop tuning and R1 alone can generate 
quite good nulls, the effect of the tuning capacitor C is quite subtle. You might wish to 
build LIL-2 first (by omitting C and Ll and L2) to gain some experience with a simpler (but not 
quite as good) phasing circuit.

Long time no Muse from this 32 year oid who has happily spent more than half 

his life as an NRC member! Since my move from Long Island to suburban Hacken- 
sack (14 miles from the WABC tower), I've been doing more 'recreational' DXing 
than the ‘'nail-biting-hours-on-end' sessions. My biggest thing is to tune in 
the out of town sporting events, which is what got me interested in this hobby 
and my profession in the first place. Current employment has me producing and 
announcing for MLB/NHL Productions and blabbing from time to time on Islanders 
radio. The Isles, by the way, have switched their flagship from WEVD to WPAT. 
I'm taking a close look at the new Drake R8 receiver. Called them on their 800 
number, got the brochure, and phoned them again. The one design flaw with this 
rig is that the preamp is not operational below 5 mHz. Upon bringing this to 
the attention of the fellow at Drake on the phone, he said future R8’s may have 
the preamp activated for the BCB and that any unmodified R8's could be returned 
to the factory for 4 free upgrade. It seems that the world band receivers on 
the market today are much better for AM DX and even SW than the general coverage 
transceivers available. [I currently use an ICOM 745 which has a very desensit- 
ized AM band. It's useless for DXing with just a longwire and used with the 
‘Superioop', it's about equivalent with the GE Superadio. But it doesn't have 
the audio of the Superadio, not has it the 4 khz filter that the Drake has. I 
wonéer if anyone has purchased the R8, and if so, has figured out how to activ- 
ate that preamp? The best DX rig I ever had was the ICOM R70, which IT sold when 
I obtained the 1¢745, something which I regret to this day. Since the circuit- 
ry in the R70 is somewhat different than it's successor, the R71, I wonder if 
the preamp mod on the '71 makes it as mean a DX machine as it's older sibling.
